The “ Westminster's”’ Statement. 

What Mr. Arquith refraiov 
from telling ua, concerning the 
number of single men whom, 
apparently, nothing but force 
will affect, is now told us bv the 
leading Hedical paper—the Weat- 
minster Gazette, According to 
that journal “the number of un- 
attested singlo men is much greater 
than was anticipsted, amounting 
to six hundred and fifty thousand, 
very few of whom sre in Govern- 
ment, “ atarred " or indispensable 
industries; all of which is an 
amusing commont on Mr. As 

nith’s recent statement that the 
Derby recroiting scheme bed been 
an unqualified anccess, Have wo 
pot almost hed enough of the 
Premier's methods of letting us 
down gently? As @ precursor 
of the Westminster's severtion 
(which, by the way, has the 
aroma of Government inspiration 
about .it)‘ comes .Mr. Asqaith’a 
announcement to his colleagues 
that ‘a messuré of compulsion” 
would be necessary. Will the 
men of hia school ever learn to 
call aspadesapade? In the pact 
they have certainly shown them- 
selves mestera in the suppression 
cf the trae and the suggestion of 
the falas; but that ort of poligy 
does not carry B country very 
far. At present Mr, Arquith ie very 
hard at work proving to the world 
that he ia not the men for his job; 
the pity is that the nation ever 
allowed itself to be lalled into the 
belief that he wae. The men 
whom one pities most in all this 
are the army and navy chiefs; and 
we are inclined to think that if, 
at the present moment, Earl 
Kitchener wore to walk into the 
House, Cromwell-like, with a fow 
soldiers behind him, wad clear 
the whole place ont, determining 
to run the country himeelf fcr a 
while, he would find plenty of 
sympathisers. : 

The Gallant 650,000. 

Aw for these six bundred and 
fifty thousand nica young men 
who are willing to loaf at home 
in vafety while otber men are 
fi, hting for them—what ‘sort 
of soldiers are they going 
to make when “a moasure 
of compalsion’’is applied to them? 
We Britishers know that they are 
not fair specimens by which to 
jadgo; but the enemy and the 
oeatral natione, and perba pa some 
of our allies, do not know this; ard 
we have the immense satisfaction 
of feeling that the magnificent 
beroiem of our men in the trenobes 
is being liberally discounted by 
the story of these huandrede of 
thousands of young men at Home 
who are afraid to fight.

Go- 
veroment hae cent a long Note to 
Britain inainting on an early im- 
provement in the trestmont of 
American commerce by the Bri- 
tieh Fleet. 

The Note warns Britsin that 
much feeling has been aroused 
by anwarranted interference with 
legitimate trade, and the United 
States Government feels com- 
pelted to ask for definiteinforms- 
tion of Britain’a attitade in or- 
der to take measures to protect 
the rights of American citizons, 
Nameroua specific cages of deten- 
tions snd seisures of cargoea aro 
cited. The Note declares that 
the representations are made in a 
friendly spirit, but the United 
States considera best to spesk in 
terma of frankness, lest silence 
sboald be considered acquiescance 
in a policy which bas infringed 
the rights af Amorican citizens, 

The chief difficulty is the moral 
offect of the practice on Amerioan 
exportera, who are restrained 
from taking rieke which shogld 
not surround legitimate trale 
between the United States and 
other neatral cobnotries, The 
Note is practically intended for 
all the netions of the Triple 
Eotente. 

Renter’a correspondent at 
Washington reporte that the Note 
adds, with reference to the deten- 
tion of American ships at sea, 
that the Government cannot 
tolerste undoe delays in examin- 
ing or convoying to Britieh 
ports for detailed examina- 
tion, and argues that progf of the 
hostile destination of the cargo 
mast be evidenced at the time of 
the searchment on the ses. Tho 
preeumption of guilt cannot rost 
with neatral shippers, bat the 


barden of proof munt be imposed. 


on any belligerent interfering 
therewith,
